During the last tw o census decades 
the wealth of the United S tates in­ 
creased $2 8 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 , but of this 
twenty-eig ht billions the farmers and 
farm values gained only five, while oth ­ 
er classes gained twenty-three. 
This 
&ain by the farmers was due entirely 
to the opening up of new lands on the 
public dom ain, for farm values in all 
the older States fell off.

was shown in the shrinkage oi the a v ­ 
erage value of tarms from $3,200, 
where it was in 18 00, to $2 ,5 0 0 in 
18 8 0. In one county alone in Illinois 
this shrinkage am ounts to $3,000,-

The g overnm ent report estim ates a 
tota l home value of $1 ,1 4 6,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 
for the crops of wheat, corn and oats 
raised in the United States last year. 
The eoru crop, the m ost valuable of 
American crops, is placed at 1,456,- 
9 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels, with a value to the 
farmer of $64 6,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
W heat is 
good for 4 5 0 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels, worth 
$3 00,000,000. The oat crop is placed 
at 65 9 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels, worth $200,- 
000,000. 
The three cereals 
being 
good for $1 ,1 4 6,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
The wool 
crop am ounts to $1 1 2,000,000, or 
about one-tenth the value of the oats, 
wheat and corn. 


One of the shrewdest and m ost suc­ 
cessful of advertisers is J ohn Wana- 
maker, the great Philadelphia mer­ 
chant, who accounts for bis success in 
this way: “ 1 never in my life used such 
a thing as a poster, a dodger or a 
hand bill. 
My plan for 15 years has 
been to buy so much space in a news­ 
paper and fill it up with what I w ant­ 
ed. 
I would n ot give an advertise­ 
m ent in a newspaper even of but 400 
circulation for 5,000 dodgers. 
If I 
w anted to sell cheap jewelry or run a 
lottery scheme I might use posters,but 
I never insult a decent reading public 
w it hhand bills.” 


Sir Charles Dilke continues his criti­ 
cism of the British arm y in the F ort­ 
nightly review. 
In the current num ­ 
ber of th a t periodical he says that at 
the last review a t Aldershot the mili­ 
tary authorities were able to m uster 
but one arm y corps, and “ th a t was 
short in num bers.” The second arm y 
corps, so called, was but 
“ a loose 
m ass of imperfectly drilled 
volu n ­ 
teers.” 
It took one m onth to fit out 
the fighting force sent to Egypt. 
Ger­ 
m any in 18 70 turned out in a fort­ 
night fifteen arm}* corps for service on 
the French frontier, and is now able 
to put thirty-five corps into the field 
in the sam e time. 


The supreme court ot the United 
S tates seems to have little regard for 
the feelings of circuit judges when they 
attem p t to usurp and destroy local 
rights. 
The decision in the cases of 
the officials of Lincoln, Neb., im pris­ 
oned for 
contem pt by the United 
States circuit court, is in line with 
the decision in the Virginia habeas 
corpus cases, but is in more vig orous 
and ex plicit terms. 
In an opinion by 
J u sticeG ray it is declared th a t the 
court had no jurisdiction w hatever in 
cases involving the appointm ent or 
rem oval of S tate or m unicipal offi­ 
cers, and the proceedings of the Fed­ 
eral court in N ebraska were throug h­ 
ou t in the nature of an usurpation 
of the functions of a court of law, and 
were null and void.

Alex McClellan . 
From Town Topics. 
Mrs. O rn en t C. Clajr, widow of the 
noted Alabam a 
senator 
captured 
with J eff Davis, was concerned with the 
m ost fam ous duelist the South 
ever 
produetd, in the person of Alex ander 
McClellan. 
He was a native of Ken­ 
tucky, who for m any years was prom ­ 
inent in politics and society. 
He was 
an ex quisite in dress and manners, a 
brilliant speaker and a writer of tre­ 
m endous power, possessing the keen­ 
est wit and sarcasm . His Attacks up­ 
on the Van Buren adm inistration 
g ave him a national celebrity. 
He killed a gr? at m any men during 
his career. As an inet ance of his deadli- 
ness, for he alw ays killed th£ man he 
fought, m ay be mentioned his duel 
with General Allen, 
of 
M ississippi. 
He had heard th a t Allen had m ade 
som e slighting remark about him. 
After Allen had accepted his challenge 
McClellan declared he would sh oot 
J out the tongue that made the remark, 
j The duel was fought at forty paces 
with rifles, and he literally cut Allen's 
I tongue out, as he threatened. 
One instance ex hibits Ins courage. 
• One day he rode up to an inn in a 
i -M iaeiosippi town. 
While he was dis­ 
m ounting a notorious bully and des­ 
perado of that country, who bad kill- 
, ed m any men and was the terror of 
the region, was on the inside with his 
revolver cocked and a watch in his 
hand. 
He had ordered the room 
I cleared in five m inutes, and every 
man had gone, althoug h all were fight- 
; ing men. 
When McClellan entered the 
; bully facrd him and, with a big oath, 
informed him of the fact that there 
were only three m inutes left before he 
should kill whoever remained. 
Mc­ 
Clellan, w ithout m oving a muscle or 
drawing 
a 
weapon, 
produced his 
watch, glanced at it, ana said: 
“ My name is Alex ander McClellan. 
I give you ten seconds to get out of 
here or you are a dead m an.” 
The fell ow yelled out: 
“ ily thunder, colonel, 
one-half of 
that tim e will do!” and he was out in 
tw o seconds. 
I-ater on in his career he was haunt­ 
ed by remorse. 
Man-killing had left 
its pains. 
His light was never out in 
bis room a t night, and men said he 
slept n ot. 
When the Mex ican war 
broke out he told the Rev. Peter Hon­ 
an, father of the now only Colonel 
Pat. th at he was weary with life; that 
he had never found a n yon e who could 
kill him, and ne was g om g to battle to 
seek « leath on the field as he did not 
want to com m it suicide. 
He entered the service as a volun­ 
teer, and from the first placed himself 
lib the front point of danger, com ­ 
manding attention for hie absolute 
bravery. 
He was prom oted again 
and again until he reached the head of 
a regiment, when he was » hot through 
the body. 
Then he returned home, 
6aving he couldn’t be killed, and haz­ 
arded bis fate in several duels there­ 
after. 
He erew more and more eccen­ 
tric, and thought his^opponents abused 
his confidence by not 
killing him. 
Then he met Mrs. Clay, a beautiful 
girl of her time. 
She describee him as the m ost fas­ 
cinating man to women she ever met, 
possessing that serpentine power over 
women which historians and rom anc­ 
ers attribute to 
Aaron Burr—the 
sam e power th at M attie Ould, of Vir­ 
ginia. had over men. McClellan pro­ 
posed marriage to Mrs. Clay, but her 
triends object« ! on account of his du­ 
eling propensities and the fear that 
she would be unhappy with him. 
She 
a# ked him to wait six m onths before 
replying, and during the interval did 
not care to meet him on account of 
h¡¡» power over her. 
In the meantime 
ihe met Clement C. Clay, and was sa t­ 
isfied that he was her destiny, 
sh ort­ 
ly after the engagement was announc­ 
ed she g ot a note from McClellan ask­ 
ing for an interview. 
Being alraid of his spell and that he | 
might kill her, she declined. 
It was 
only a ftw days later when McClellan 
rode into thé then little pine town of 
Columbus, Miss. 
He was shown to a 
room at an inn, the door of which 
was irregular, like those of all such 
places. 
He poured water on the floor 
and observed which way the incline 
ran. Then dressing himself with the 
sreatest care and ex quisite neatness, 
be lay down with his head inclined 
with the floor. 
He placed one hand 
across the breast, and with the other 
the muzzie of his iavorite dueling pis­ 
tol at the base of the brain, where 
death is instantaneous. 
He was found there dead, without a 
stam of blood on his scrupulously 
■lean,¡» erfectly array« ! person, having

Land Tenures in France. 
From the Edinburz Review. 
France is a country of varieties and 
of difference*; her climate, her soil, 
her scenery, her agricultural practices, 
her land temiies are no less diversified 
; than her ctops. Every climate, ex - 
; op t that of the tropica, is represent- 
; e« lin the country. Her soil is on the 
i whole superior to that of Eng’an'i, 
I and in one respect she has a marked 
i advantage. 
Bent has its brandes, 
Gascony its landes, Champajne its 
> bald, dusty chalk hills; but through­ 
out the length an« l breadth of the 
! country there are none of those stub- 
bron clays which break the heart of f 
the Eng!bh farmer. Her scenery is 
said to he monotonous; yet every j 
district, even of those which bear no ; 
marked 
features, differs 
from its 
n£ ifhbor. The ro!ling, treeless, unin­ 
closed plains o f Picardy are totally 
unlike th« » small, well wooded, double 
hedged fields of Normandy, or the 
ciosertes of Anjou, or the copse clad 
labyrinth of short, choppy hills and 
valleys of the Vendean boca:e, where 
the peasantry could liteially fulfill 
the command s’egailler, and » lisperse 
themselves 
like 
dew. 
The 
uni­ 
formity of English agriculture, land 
tenures, and*civilization imprint mon­ 
otony on much of her rural economy. 
But throughout France diversities of 
climate, land ownership and land ten- j 
ure have left their mark. Here farm 
laborers are hired by the year, an« i 
are lo« Iged and fed in the farmhouse; 
here they have separate homes— 
houses they have purchased with their 
savings—and small properties that 
supplement their weekly wages. Here 
each flock of sheep is the pro tier ty of 
single owners; here are many Porven* 
cal sheepmasters; here as in Cham­ 
pagne, the common herdsman leads 
the flocks of the villagers to the pas­ 
tures. 
Here is a metayer or a maitre 
valet; here a ¡» easaiit proprietor, or a 
Picard, holding under the droit de 
march« ; here a rack-rented tenant 
farmer, o r a Breton domanier a con­ 
tinent. Each different system of land 
tenure affects the grouping of the ru­ 
ral population. In Seina-et-Marne or 
Somme large farms and farmsteads, 
isolated from one another, are the 
rule, as. on a smaller scale, they are 
in Brittany. In Champagne. Picardy, 
or l.a Brenne the cultivators of the 
soil aregrouiied together in villages; a 
palisade of hedge and trees marks the 
clusters in which, on the high table­ 
land of the Pays dll Caux , the Can- 
chois congregate; in Marche the far­ 
mers are clustered together in village 
communities ot peasjint owners, each 
village consisting of members of the 
same family.

make Hieirown light. 
And it was in the 
hope that the subject would receive their 
attention that we asked for a franchise 
and made our offer. We hoped to get them 
to thinking, at least, knowing that if 
they did so, no such foolish contract as 
the one entered into with Mr. Kindred, 
would be made. 
We knew ibis and 
dared to say so. 
For it we were con- 
demned in the most bitter manner. 
But 
time will tell who Mie humbugs and who 
the true friends of Brainerd are. The 
great trouble is, a few of our citizens are 
so anx ious to see the town “ boom,” thst 
they sre not willing to grsnt toothers 
the right to ex press their views, if they 
do not happen to coincide with their 
own,.

“ As to their being satisfactory cannot 
y et decide, as the present lamps sre but 
16 candle—the company being compelled 
to use these, as the factory which fur­ 
nishes the lamps was burned out.”

1S87 the total number of pieces of 
mail matter of all kinds handled was 
797,778,145, an average of 2,454,857 
daily. The total receipts of the office 
were $4,822,998.35 and the expendi­ 
tures $1,758,994.68, leaving a net 
revenue of $3,074,001.67. 


The Inter-State act prohibits dis­ 
crimination by railroads as to both 
freight and passengers—that is, no 
preference shall be shown to any 
in­ 
dividual or class in making rates af 
travel, or for freight. The pooling of 
railroad receipts is prohibited—that 
is, each railroad must transact its 
own business without agreements to 
divide joint earnings. 
No 
railroad 
shall charge more for any short ride 
or haul of freight than is charged for 
a long ride or haul. 


During the last two census decades 
the wealth of the United States in­ 
creased $28,000,000,000, but of this 
twenty-eight billions the farmers and 
farm values gained only five, while oth­ 
er classes gained twenty-three. 
This 
£ain by the farmers was due entirely 
to the opening up of new lands on the 
public domain, for farm values in all 
the older States fell off. 
This decline 
w as shown in the shrinkage ot the av­ 
erage value of farms from $3,200, 
where it was in 1860, to $2,500 in 
1880. In one county alone in Illinois 
this shrinkage amounts to $3,000,- 
OOO. 


The government report estimates a 
total home value of $1,146,000,000 
tor the crops of wheat, corn and oats 
raised in the United States last year. 
The eorn crop, the most valuable of 
American crops, is placed at 1,456,- 
900,000 bushels, with a value to the 
farmer of $646,000,000. 
Wheat is 
good for 456,000,000 bushels, worth 
$300,000,000. The oat crop is placed 
at 659,000,000 bushels, worth $200,- 
000,000. 
The three cereals 
being 
good for $1,146,000,000. 
The wool 
crop am ounts to Si 12,000,000, or 
about one-tenth the value of the oats, 
wheat and corn. 


One of the shrewdest and m ost suc­ 
cessful of advertisers is John Wana- 
maker, the great Philadelphia mer­ 
chant, who accounts for bis success in 
this way: “I never in my life used such 
a thine as a poster, a dodger or a 
hand bill. 
My plan for 15 years has 
been to buy so much space in a news­ 
paper and fill it up with what I want­ 
ed. 
I would not give an advertise­ 
ment in a newspaper even of but 400 
circulation for 5,000 dodgers. 
If I 
wanted to sell cheap jewelry or run a 
lottery scheme I might use posters,but 
I never insult a decent reading public 
w it hhand bills.” 


Sir Charles Dilke continues his criti­ 
cism of the British army In the Fort­ 
nightly review. 
In the current num­ 
ber of that periodical he says that at 
the last review at Aldershot the mili­ 
tary authorities were able to muster 
but one army corps, and “that was 
short in numbers.” The second army 
corps, so called, was but “a loose 
mass of imperfectly drilled volun­ 
teers.” 
It took one month to fit out 
the fighting force sent to Egypt. Ger­ 
many in 1870 turned out in a fort­ 
night fifteen army corps for service on 
the French frontier, and is now able 
to put thirty-five corps into the field 
in the same time. 


The supreme court of the United 
States seems to have little regard for 
the feelings of circuit judges when they 
attem pt to usurp aud destroy local 
rights. 
The decision in the cases of 
the officials of l incoln, Neb., impris­ 
oned for 
contempt by the United 
6tates circuit court, is in line with 
the decision in the Virginia habeas 
corpus cases, but is in more vigorous 
and explicit terms. 
In an opinion by 
Justice Gray it is declared that the 
court had no jurisdiction whatever in 
cases involving the appointment or 
removal of State or municipal offi­ 
cers, and the proceedings oi the Fed­ 
eral court in Nebraska were through­ 
out in the nature of an usurpation 
of the functions of a court of law, and 
were null and void. 


The Railroad Gazette publishes an 
interesting table showing the annual 
output of locom otives and rolling 
stock for eight years, 
1880-1887. 
During that period the number of lo­ 
comotives built was 13,160, the larg­ 
est number turned out in any year 
was 2,282 in 1882, and the smallest, 
800, in 1885, anile last year 2,044 
were built.

T he Nom ination of Col. W esley 
Merritt to a Brigadier G eneralship 
Confirm ed by the Senate—A C al* 
lant Officer and rn Terror to In ­ 
dians. 
The nom ination of Col. Wesley M erritt 
Filth cavalry, as brigadier general has been 
confirmed by the senate. 
Gen. Wesley 
M erritt was born in New York in the year 
1836. 
He graduated a t Weet P o in t iii the 
class 
of 1860. and 
was then 
com­ 
missioned 
brevet 
second 
lieutenant 
of the dragoons. 
Two years after he was 
coat missioned captain in the Hecond United 
S lates cavalry. 
At the outbreak of the 
w ar he w as in U tah T erritory, from whence 
he was summoned to W ashington, where 
he rem ained during the w inter of 1861-2. 
He 
w a s on the staff of Gen. Stonem an 
in 
his raid 
on 
Richmond, 
in April, 
1863. 
His prom otion as brigadier general 
of volunteers was given him in June of the 
sam e year, shortly before the b attle of 
Gettysburg, where he distinguished himself. 


O K S . M E R R IT T . 


From 18C3 to 1864 he comm anded a di­ 
vision of cavalry in Central Virginia. 
He 
afterw ards sorved tinder Gen. Sheridan in 
the Richmond campaign of 1864, and woe 
breveted lieutenant colonel, and later col­ 
onel, for brilliant soldershtp as displayed 
a t this time. M erritt was engaged in the She­ 
nandoah campaign throughout, greatly dis­ 
tinguishing himself, and was breveted m a­ 
jor general of volunteers in recognition of 
his courage and ability.

Alex McClellan.

Mrs. Cement C. Clay, widow of the 
noted Alabama 
senator 
captured 
with Jeff Davis, was concerned with the 
most famous duelist the South ever 
produced, in the person of Alexander 
McClellan. 
He was a native of Ken­ 
tucky, who for many years was prom­ 
inent in politics and society. 
He was 
an exquisite in dress and manners, a 
brilliant speaker and a writer of tre­ 
mendous power, possessing the keen­ 
est wit and sarcasm. His attacks up­ 
on the Van Buren administration 
gave him a national celebrity. 
He killed a great many men during 
his career. As an instance of his deadli­ 
ness, for he always killed the man he 
fought, may be mentioned his duel 
with General Allen, 
of 
Mississippi. 
He had heard that Allen had made 
some slighting remark about him. 
After Allen had accepted his challenge 
McClellan declared he would shoot 
out the tongue that made the remark. 
The duel was fought at forty paces 
with rifles, and he literally cut Allen’s 
tongue out, as he threatened. 
One instance exhibits his courage. 
One day he rode up to an inn in a 
Mississippi town. 
While he was dis­ 
mounting a notorious bully and des­ 
perado of that country, who had kill­ 
ed many men and was the terror of 
the region, was on the inside with his 
revolver cocked and a watch in his 
hand.

ANNEXATION OF CANADA. 


T h e D is a s tr o u s A tte m p t to A c c o m ­ 
p lis h it by F o rc e —A F a m o u s R e ­ 
tr e a t. 
The present agitation concerning 
the relations between Canada and 
the United 
S tates recalls the tim e 
when the annexation of th a t country 
was proposed to be brought about by 
force of arm s. 
The project was en­ 
trusted to the brave General Mont­ 
gom ery, assisted by the fam ous pa­ 
triots, Colonels Ethan Allen and Seth 
Warner. 
W hile engaged in the inva­ 
sion Ethan Allen was taken prisoner 
by the British and sent to England, 
where he experienced

Conducted 
bis 
men safely 
borne, 
though the march was constantly 
surrounded by dangers. 
Once M ont­ 
gomery sent them home because their 
tim e was out, and though they were 
willing to continue in service, they 
were w ithout sufficient clothing, and 
none could be had in th at country. 
Colonel Warner had hardly arrived 
hom e before he heard th a t M ontgom ­ 
ery had lieen killed, and the cause, as 
well as the lives of the men, were put 
in great jeopardy. 
He collected his 
men again and a t once started for 
Canada to assist his countrym en in 
their extrem ity. 
But his efforts were 
of no avail, and it was soon found 
necessary to take up the line of re­ 
treat. 
Is was the dead of winter, and only

the 
troops. 
The terror of pursuit and the 
rigor of the season furnished sufficient 
cause for alarm and haste.

Warner remained with the rear of the 
array, and aided them in m any ways 
m ost effectually, as he was a man 
well posted in caring for the sick and 
this knowledge now came into excel­ 
lent use.

Land Tenures in France. 
From th* Edinburg Review. 
France is a country of varieties and 
of difference^; lier clim ate, her soil, 
j her scenery, her agricultural practices, 
her land tenures are no less diversified 
than her crops. 
Every clim ate, ex­ 
cept th at of the tropics, is represent­ 
ed in the country. 
Her soil is on the 
whole superior to th at of England, 
and in one respect she has a marked 
advantage. 
B e n t has its brandes, 
Gascony its iandes, Champagne its 
bald, dusty chalk hills; but through­ 
out the length and breadth of the 
country there are none of those stub- 
bron clays which break the heart of 
the English farmer. 
Her scenery is 
said to be m onotonous; yet every 
district, even of those which bear no 
marked 
features, differs 
from 
its 
neighbor. 
The rolling, treeless, unin­ 
closed plains of Picardy are totally 
unlike the sm all, well wooded, double 
hedged fields of Norm andy, or the 
closertes of Anjou, or the copse clad 
labyrinth of short, choppy hills and 
valleys of the Yendean bocage, where 
the peasantry could liteially fulfill 
the com m and s’t-gailler, and disperse 
them selves 
like 
dew. 
The 
uni­ 
form ity of English agriculture, land 
tenures, and*civilizatioo im print m on­ 
oton y on much of her rural econom y. 
But throughout France diversities of 
clim ate, land ownership and land ten­ 
ure have left their mark. 
Here farm 
laborers are hired by the year, and 
are lodged and fed in the farmhouse; 
here they have separate hom es— 
houses they have purchased with their 
savings—and sm all 
properties th a t 
supplem ent their weekly wages. Here 
each flock of sheep is the property of 
single owners; here are m any Porven- 
cal sheepmasters; here as iii Cham­ 
pagne, the com m on herdsman leads 
the flocks of the villagers to the pas­ 
tures. 
H ereis a m etayer or a m aitre 
valet; here a peasant proprietor, or a 
Picard, holding under the droit de 
marehe; 
here a rack-rented tenant 
farmer, o r a Breton dom anier a con- 
g»ment. Each different system of land 
tenure affects the grouping of the ru­ 
ral population. 
In Seme-et-Marne or 
Somme large farms and farm steads, 
isolated from one another, are the 
rule, as. on a sm aller scale, they are 
in B rit!any. In Champagne, Picardy, 
or La Brenne the cultivators of the 
soil are grouped together in villages; a 
palisade of hedge and trees marks the 
clusters in which, on the high table­ 
land of the P ays du (’aux, the Cau- 
chois congregate; in Marche the far­ 
mers are clustered together in village 
com m unities of peasant owners, each 
village consisting of members of the 
sam e family.
